- -Sineo Sagasta bagan to ‘realize the enur- 
mity-of the ruin to which ha had brought 
his country, he scamed to have become 
mentally paralyzed. His inertia. was ap.

Congress who exclaimed to him, ‘You 
have manazed to keep your office open 
without doing any bysiness.’ : 

The only penalty awaiting his political 
failuro was a fall from office, whilst the 
personal responsibility of military and naval 
cammandora was being inquired into by the 
Military Council appointed for that purpose, 
Tn fact, Admiral Cervora and Montajo, who.
